In the prc»ence of tbo four troops of the 
Fort Shcridiih ; iquiidrbn of the ninth cav- 
alry, who wercsenled.at the long Ubles in 
tho dining hail : rcn.dy to begin Iho Chrinl- 
niiwi feast, Serpetint OriMiii of I troop shot 
and nlmost inntiinlly killed Corporal Win.' 
Taylor of the same troop in a ttnnd to bund 
atrugglo following, a .fiuorrcl about a 
woman. - Li 

Taylor received the bullet through tho 
breitH.t nnd died on tho way from tbo dining 
room to the hospital. QriSla was d framed 
nnd pi .'iced in tho guard kouso. 

Trial .on n chartm of murder or man; 
daughter Is inevitable and there wa? spec- 
'ulation at the fort Tuesday night as to how 
iho negro witnesses will conduct themselves 
in giving testimony; whether, w"tlb the af- 
fair of the negro troops at Brownavillty 
Texaif subject to n claah between the Pre*.-, 
. dant nnd the senate,* fresh in their raimls,, 
they [will consent to testify at all. The 
garrison was- wildly eiclted by the shoot- 
ing, but, Mnj. Mncomb reported no further, 
breiiclms of discipline. 
• One of tho strange circumstances in con- 
nection willi the killing of. the corporai. 
was the fact that Serjeant Uhfim was on 
furldugh and supposed to be in California. 
According to information obtained from 
- n w hilQ officerfftt the fort, Griffin, instoad 
of going to California went to High wood to 
tho house of a negro woman, who was ac- 
quainted wilhTaylor. On ^aturday night 
Taylor betook .himself to lligbwood. 'little 
dreaming that Griffin would ba there con- 
<Iur.tin gncou[lship. ButTiiylordiscovered 
'ins nife^fi^p whyi he arrived at the house

Brutal language is said to have ensued 
between^ ; the men .with the result that Grif- 
fin put-hit- hand in his overcoat pocket nnd 
produced n pbckefr revolver, with a folding 
hummer. As;' ho- sought to pull down tho 
hammer the first shot went into the coil- 
incr- 

Taylor leaped upon Griffin and' the~two 
rolled ori thfl.Hoor, Tavlor strudgllngtogot 
the weapon, in tho Btrn'tTKlo Griffin fired 
the revolver, tbo bullet passing through 
Taylor's breast bone. 

Griffin was seized by his comrades 'nnd 
taken to tho guardhouse, Taylor expired 
before hurrying bearers could get him to 
tho hospital. 

It wan re, ported at the fort that imme- 
diately afrer tho Bhootmg tho negro soldiora 
gave different versions 6f the trouble be- 
tween tho men. . Early in tho evening; 
when tbo officers at tho fort had been un- 
able 'to get specjfie information about tbo 
woman in the case, no secret wn* msde of 
the*fact that if is considered likely tho 
negro eoldlers'.will lie reluctant to testify. 

Maj. Macomb said: "A court mnrtial in 
time of peace can not sentence a man to 
death, * If Griffin is, to' bo tried for murder, 
and that is what ho ought to he. tried for, 
the.' cote will go to the United States court. 
Taylor, who wat.20yenr^cJd f ,w«B one of 
the best | .ohJ lers i n tly^troop. As I look at 
it', t he trou bie wouftrribt havdhhppene'd' if 
Grtffin had? not been .drinking. Ho was 
dressed in citizens' clothes and the re- 
volver was jiot n government arm."

At the beginning of tho eighteenth 
century the British army had a had 
reputation nt homo' and It was -very, 
difficult to get recruits for it. For this 
>J reason It was officially proposed to 
find the men by an Impressment fall- 
ing on "any sturdy beggar, fortune 
teller' or tho like Idle, unknown, sus- 
pected lellow In the. pariah; or If thoro 
be none such, thou anyone that has al- 
ready been In a gaol or before a Jus- 
tice of tho peaco for his Idle, disorder- 
ly life." The advice was acted upon; 
Debtors wore released from prison on 
promising to Join the army or the 
navy, criminals were pardoned on' tho 
same terms, nnd porsons with no vis- 
ible means of- subsistence wero 
marched off to death and glory. The 
system worked out better than might 
have been expected. In tbo peninsular 
war. for instance, threo new regi- 
ments' were composed entirely of con- 
victs, and one made for itself an il- 
lustrious name.

Two Port Sheridan soldiers spent Christ 
nms day in the police station nt frigbwood 
because Ihey robbed- the tiny paper boies 
which' bad been placed in tbe: village sa- 
loons ' by the ■\VaukeBan''ToIanloe"rs of 
American; 

' They will bs. prosecuted for ,tbe con- 
temptible offenae and it was said they were 
to be .given the* limit for their dastardly 
actions. 

The robbery. o£ the poor boxes was bad 
enough, but [when they toojc ha'pennies 
from those boxes, which ware meant for 
the poor of the north ihon 1 , and spent them 
for ' beer, they passed beyond the pale of 
indulgence of the High wood police who 
say they mint suffer the full penalty; 
: The two men in question are charged 
with haying . taken * the ' Yolunteers' boxes 
from the saloons of Jones, Flonnigon, Mar-, 
tin and a fourth one whose name is not 
known,. 

They wore seen to throw one of the paste 
board boxes into tha etrept after taking out 
the contents, then tbey : \weie watchld as 
they entered the saloon and spent the pen- 
nies, placing them on the bar' to%vy. for

Investigation showed that four of the 
boxes bad been token off the counter, and 
their contents taken and ' the four charges 
were placed against tho soldiers. 

Captain Cook, of the Volunteers of. 
America, was 'called up by the- Hi «h wood 
police and told of the contemptible actions 
of the soldiers and wsnt to HIghwood to 
make formal complaint against the offend- 
ers and prosecute them nt tho request of 
the v.l Inge jxd ice.; 

The poor boxes of the Volunteers are 
always observed with almost as much 
sanctity as the poor ^bpjiea-'of inc^-cbnrch 
and the Volunteers*ofScers never displ 
any fear that there ore men or women low 
enough to rifle such receptacles, However, 
occasionally, ono of the kind of men who 
would rob his own mother turns up and he 
is the oca who steals from the poor boxes. 

Too severe punUbtnent' cannot be mealed 
out to such men and the High wood police 
are determined that these two soldiers will 
get all they can orive them. . 

Out of half a dozen boxes placed about 
Htahwood, Captain Cook reports that about 
83'waa, contributed by the village, most of 
• the boxes-being placed in the saloons. 



*'I am glad to bo hero. I'm glad to 
breathe the air, see the sunfdiinc nnd the 
green trees," said Lindiey B. Hicks, tlie 
sturdy Kentuckinn who was "rescued from 
his living tomb late Sunday night at 
linkers field, Cal. Fifteen dnyit nnd nighls 
the man remained buried in the heart of n 
mountain. His rescue from under'llio sixty 
fact of rock and earth was moot remarkable. 
Each hour of waiting seemed lo him like 
dars, and, according to hie calculatious, 
Sunday should be Feb. -'J. 

"f owe my life," paid Hicks, "to the 
boys who worked bo heroicnllyull this tune 
to (ibernte mo; I owb my.life lo the phy- 
sicians wbn have stood by me all ibis time; 
I owe my life to a score of circuuiitnnces 
that, in the light of later development*, 
make mo believe that the day of miracles 
is net passed. 

"To a flickering match, to a rock loopo 
and within crasping distanco with which: 
to idajnal at the moment wben to have hud 
nothing would nave meontdoatb; I owe my 
life. Call Jt luck", jiood fortune— call it 
what you may— I have no words to tell it' 
all. 

"J lay there for hours, day«, weeks, he- 
fore I heard any sound. I thought for a 
time, after tho pipe came in, that the men 
were fooling me us to the duration of lime. 
I had estimated the time my own way and 
figured that I bad been in I here twelve 
ilaya before tho pipe camo in. I had been 
there ten days before Iho boys henrd my 
signals on Iboruila. They tell mo this is 
the 23il of December. It is difllcull forme 
to readjust myself to thnt statement. Ac- 
cordtoK to my calendar it is Feb. 3. I 
counted the days nnd mode it out that I 
wns in there fifty- three days. After they 
began to feed me and tp'l me' the duration 
of lime I came to the conclusion they wero 
feeding me every other day. 

"I bad about' given up all hope when I 
sank back almost exhausted from pecking 
on that ndl with a rock. Then came a re- 
ply ond I felt like yelling.. I j^ve more 
signals and they came back I was nlmost 
overcome; but signalled uRain, and then 
I had to take a strong grip on my feelings. 
The next reaction came when I began to 
figure how far tho boyB were away nnd the 
probable obstacles in the way of rescue. 

"1 lay for fopr days then— my own cal- 
endar of time—then I heard' the pipe com- 
iog. 1 did'nt thoroughly know what it 
was but I could hear the continual plunk, 
pi ink, as the boya drove her home. . 

'^Then when the pipe burst throughnbovB 
me.I had the most awful moment of my 
life. They kept driving. I seized a stone 
and hammered. I grabbed tbu pipo and 
tried to bold it, but on she came. I beat

LASH ON LAND SEIZURE, , 

President, Itt .Af*>s*ns;c, Ask* tor 
llemedlnl l,.«Uliitlmi. 

President Roosevelt In it pics sago to 
Congress 'vigorously discussed public 
In ml frauds anil asked larger appro- 
priations so that more special agents 
may bo employed In preventing theso 
swindles. Legislation for the preserva- 
tion, of tbo national forests nna tbo 
trnnafer of national parks nnd tuo pub- 
lic grazing range to the control of tbo 
Sccrctnry of Agriculture * aro recom- 
mended. Tlio president says: 

I am gravely concerned at the ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory condition of the 
public land 'laws ami at tlio prevalence 
of fraud under their present provisions. 
For much of this fraud the present laws 
nre chiefly responsible. There Is but one 
way by which the fraudulent acquisition 
of these lands enn bo definitely stopped, 
nnd therefore I have directed the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to allow no patent 
to bo Issued to public lands under any 
law until by nn examination on the. 
ground actual compliance with that law 
has been found to exist. For this pur- 
pose an Increase of special agents la the 
general Innd office is urgently required; 
unless it Is given, bona fide settlers will 
be put to grave inconvenience, or else 
the fraud will In large part go on. 

Further, the Secretary of the Interior 
should be enabled to employ enough min- 
ing experts to cxnmine tho validity of 
all mineral land elnlms, and to under- 
take tho supervision nnd control of the 
use of the mineral fuels still belonging 
to the United States. 

Tho present coal law, limiting .the In- 
dividual entry to 100 acres, puts a pre- 
mium on fraud by making It impossible 
to develop certain types of coal fields 
nnd yet comply with the law. It Is a 
sea mlal to maintain laws which sound 
well, but \vhich mako fraud the key, with- 
out which great natural resources must 
remain closed. The law should give in- 
dividuals nnd corporations proper gov- 
ernment regulation and control (the de- 
tails of which I shall not nt present 
discuss), the right to work bodies of coal 
land large enough for profitable develop- 
ment. My own belief is that there should 
be provision for leasing conl, oil and gas 
rights under proper restrictions. If the 
additional forco of special agents and 
mining experts I recommend is provided 
nnd well used, the result will be not only 
to stop the land frauds, but to prevent 
delays in patenting land claims, and to 
conserve the indispensable fuel resources 
of tho nation. 

Tho President urges further that ex- 
isting laws affecting rights of way and 
privileges on public lands bo revised 
and re-enacted into one comprehensive 
act. 

Some arrangement by which tae for- 
ests on railroad lands -within national 
forest rescrres may bo preserveti by 
the remornl of the present crop of tim- 
ber under rules prescribed by the forest 
Bervlce 19 recommended. 

Of legislation needed to protect tho 
rnnge tho President says: 
, I recommend that a bill be enacted 
which wiH provide for government con- 
trol of tho public range through tho De- 
partment of Agriculture, which alone is 
equipped for that work. Such a bill 
should Insure to each locality rules for 
grazing specially : adapted to its needs 
and should authorizes the collection of a 
reasonable grazing fee. Above 'all, the 
rights of tho settler and, homemaker 
should be absolutely guaranteed.

Secret nrr of War Tnft . Warns ili«

Secretary Taft Monday made public 
a report on Cuba. Summing up the pur- 
poses of the mission to Cuba, of himself 
and Assistant Secretary of State Bacon 
and what was done, Secretary Taft says : 

"We went to Cuba tor tho purpose of 
securing peace; when we went wo knew 
the Island was divided between two hos- 
tile and armed forces, and we desired to 
avoid a conflict between them for the rea- 
sod that It would cause loss of life to the 
Cubans and a great destruction of prop- 
erty, a largo part of which belonged to 
American citizens, nnd it would neces- 
parily require tho intervention of Ameri- 
can troops and the expenditure ot Amer- 
ican lives and treasure. If this insurrec- 
tionary habit persists, if again the Cu- 
bans divide- into armed forces, tho strong 
hand of our government will have to be 
Imposed at whatever cost of life nnd prop- 
erty, and permanent peace should then 
certainly ensue, because it should be of 
our own keeping. 

"Wo hope, however, that no such dras- 
tic remedy will be needed and that the 
lesson taught In this recent experience of 
tho evil of unjust methods in elections 
will not be without Its warning, to future 

governments in Cuba,"

BISHOP M*CABE DIES. 



Medio ilia t nijtnltary Sttecnmtia tt> 
Stroke of Apoplexy*. 
Bishop Charles C, McCnbo of tbo 
Methodist Episcopal church died In tin? 
Xew York Itospltni Wednesday. Death 
was due to apoplexy, with which the 
bishop was stricken several days before 
while pn suing through New York 01 ty 
on his wny to Philadelphia. Mrs. Mc- 
Cnlx* nnd the bishop's niece were nt the 
bedside when the noted clergyman suc- 
cumbed. 

Bishop McCabo was born in Athens, 
Ohio, on Oct U, 3830. Having decided 
to enter the ministry, he enrolled as a 
student at Ohio Wesley an university, but 
his health was not good and - he was 
obliged to discontinue his studies. In 
1SO0 he joined the Ohio conference, his 
first pastorate being nt Putnam, Ohio. 

Two years later he was commissioned 
chaplain ot the Ona Hundred and Twcn-

ty-second Ohio volunteers. While caring 
for tho wounded on tho field at Winches- 
ter he was captured and taken to LIbby 
prison, whero he remained four months. 
After recuperating in a Washington hos- 
pital, he rejoined his regiment. 

At tho close of the war Chaplain Mc- 
Cabc returned to tho North and entered 
tho regular ministry ngaln, being station- 
ed at Portsmouth. Ohio, and, for sixteen 
years he was agent for the Church Ex- 
tension Society. 

In 1SS4 he wasclected'hy tho general 
conference to the office of secretary of 
the Missionary Society, nnd raised the 
cry .of "One million dollars a year for 
missions." In 1SST. the income of tho 
society had reached §1,01-1,000. nis elec- 
tion to tho bishopric camo in 1800, nt the 
general conference held In Cleveland, 0; 

Bishop McCnbe is said to have used 
his volco as much in singing for tho ser- 
vice ot tho church as In preaching, and 
ho was well known as a lecturer. His 
most popular lecture was "Tho Bright 
Side ot Life In Llbby Prison." ' With it 
alone he Is said to have made $150,000 
for the church.

Vat American renulo Accept Ilcm-Ua

We took with horror on the black 
plnguo of "tho middle ages. The black 
wnstc was but a passing. ctoud compared 
with the white waste visitation.

"Tho Department of Agriculture spends 
$7,000,000 on plant health and animal 
health every year, bur, with tho excep- 
tion of, the splendid work done by Drs, 
Wiley, Atwater • and Benedict, Congress 
does not directly npproprinte one cent 
for promoting tho physical well-being of 
babies. Thousands hnrc been expended 
In stamping out cholera among swine, but 
not one dollar was ever voted for eradi- 
cating pneumon in. among human beings. 
Hundreds of thousands aro consumed In 
saving lha lives of elm trees from the 
attacks, of beetles; In wnrnlng farmers 
against blights nffectlng potato plants; 
in importing Sicilian bugs to fertilize 
fig blossoms in California ; In ostracizing 
various species of weeds from the ranks 
of Lno useful plants, nnd 'In exterminat- 
ing parasitic growths that prey on fruit 
trees. In fact, the Depart men t of Ag- 
riculture ban expended during tho last 
ten years over '$4(1,000,000, But not a 
wheel of the official machinery at Wash- 
ington was ever set In motion for the 
alleviation or cure of diseases of the heart 
or kidneys,' which will carry off over 
0,000,000 of'our entire population. Eight 
millions will perish of pneumonia, and the 
entire ovent is accepted by the American 
people with a resignation equal to that 
of the Hindoo, who, In the midst of Inde- 
scribable filth, calmly awaits the day of 
tbe cholera, ; 

"During tho next census period more 
than 0,000,000 InfnntB under 2 years of 
age will end their little spans of. Ufa 
while mothers sit by nntl wntck in utter 
helplessness. And yet this number could 
probably bo decreased by nn much as one- 
half. But nothing Is none.**

GREAT MEAT AND DAIRY TRADE. 

Export* (or 1000 Will lie More than 
#230,01)0,000. 

According to a statement Issued by the 
bureau of statistics of tho Department of 
Commcrco and Labor mora than $250,- 
000,000 worth of meat and dairy pro- 
ducts will have passed out of tho United 
States Into the markets of other parts of 
the world In tho year ending with tbo 
present month, This total Is made up of 
n llttlo over $200,000,000 worth of 
meats, $35,000,000 worth ot cattle, and 
nbout $10,000,000 worth of butter, cheese 
and milk. 

No feature of tho export trade In 'ag- 
ricultural products hns shown a more 
steady and rapid growth than that of 
meat and dairy products, of which there 
was an Increase of about 00 per cent 
during tho last decade..

Tho best way of raising corn for 
Boed, ii.i followed In tho West, says C. 
W. Morrill In Trl-Stale Farmer, Is to 
prepnro a toed bed or. testing ground 
of from ono to two acres far removed 
from other flelda.' To begin with, no 
cor should ho used which la imperfect 
from which to delect grains for tho 
seed crop, Delecting such type of corn 
that you wish to grow, the work of 
(■election should ho followed year after 
year, selecting the best ears that show, 
on Improvement over provlous years. 
Any plant that Is deficient la any re- 
quirement should not bo allowed to de- 
velop a tassel, and especially a barren 
stalk. 

As to corn feeding, the seed plots 
should not Buffer for want of plant 
food. From Held experiments with fer- 
tilizers on corn In tho West Inst year, 
on tolls of avcrago fertility, a higher 
per cent of potash than ordlnnry fer- 
tilizer contains gave- remarkable re- 
sults and would undoubtedly giro sim- 
ilar results on tho avcrago lauds .of 
Georgia. In Georgia ' lost year were 
used more fertilizers with corn than 
was ever used In years before, and with 
proper fertilizers and more attention 
' to the selection of seed, and Intensive 
culture, thero Is no doubt or reason 
why tho average yield of well-bred corn 
should not bo Increased In tho South,' 
and especially Georgia. 
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Storing Winter Applea, ' 

Many growers must bo reminded of 
tho Importance of getting fruit to stor- 
age as promptly as possible after pick- 
log.

Influence of Dehornlitff, 

Fourteen cows were subjected to the 
tuberculin test by tho Wisconsin Sta- 
tion and then dehorned. Tho milk ot 
these cows, as regards yield and com- 
position, was compared with the milk 
of cows dehorned but not tuberculin 
tented, of cows tuberculin tested but 
not dehorned, and of cows neither de- 
horned nor tuberculin tested. Tho re- 
sult showed on an average a decrease 
of about S per cent In tho yield ot 
milk for tho first few days after de- 
horning, but a loss of only about 2 per 
cent* In "the yield ot butter fat Do-

All told, the only sure winners 
hnvo been the racing associations. Thej 
have received money from various sources, 
not to mention S-l 80,000 or more con- 
tributed by tin- nverage number of 200 
bookmakers for tho privilege of doing 
business in the ring.

Thoroughly characteristic of tho mnn 
who made it is the message, of the Presi- 
dent this week on his experiences in the 
Panama Canal Zone. The mes*ago is di- 
rected to Congress and it will hnvo its effect 
in backing up tho requests of the President 
for all the money ho needs In carrying on 
tho work. It is ulso n message to the 
American people, bidding; them to be of 
(jood cheer as tho work on which they have 
set their hearts is going forward well oncl 
steadily. But not the least effect it will 

« havo is on tho men who are doing the work 
in Panama. It will show them that their 
chief is satined with their tabors and us 
sure thorn that they havo a man behind 
them who is full grown and notoriously n 
fighting man and ono on whom they can 
rely for moral and material support so long 
as they do their work well and faithfully 
The message is welcome to the American 
people because of tho endorsement of the 
work it contains. The President says: "Of 
the luccess of the enterprise, I am us well 
conrinced as one can bo of any enterprise 
that is human. It is a stupendous work on 
which onr fellow countrymen nre engaged 
down there on the isthmus and while we 
should hold them to strict accountability 
for the way in which they perform it, we 
should recognize with frank generosity the 
epic nature of the task qn which they are 
engaged nnd its world-wide importance.' 1 
The message contains several important 
suggestions. The first is that a Beven 
headed commission is too clumsr nnd that 
there should be hut one commissioner with 
heads of departments under him. It is 
said that the employment of the best en 
gineers in the country as consulting en 
gincers should be expressly permitted. If 
tho composition of the commission is to re- 
main unchanged, then the. President says 
that Dr. Gorgas should be mado one of tho 
commissioners. Finally it in recommended 
that several thousand Chinese laborers 
should be given n fair trial. Tho critics of 
tho work nre arranged in the message under 
two heads those who are honest nnd those 
who nre malicious. Tho President pnyn ho 
investigated a number of the honest criti 
cisms and found without exception that 
they were either based on a misconception 
of. the facts or that they referred to condi 
ttons thfit "had changed or were being 
changed'. But his. condemnation .of the 

..slanders that have beerr published against 
the canal were Bcnthing. He says: "With 
slanders of foreign origin I have no con. 
cern. But where they are from Americans 
I feel for them the heartiest contempt and 
indignation because in a spirit of wanton

A notable characteristic of tho year 
1000 Is tht* destruction of Ilfu nnd 
(noiwrty which has boon caused by' the 
forces of nature. These forces have 
not been so active or so disastrous In 
their results for many yours past The 
record Is n formidable one. In, Janu- 
ary an eartht]iiuko killed fourteen per- 
sons nt Gonzuno, Italy, and a tidal 
wave on tbo Colombian coust swept 
away 2,500. In February a hurricane 
visited tho Society Island*, a favorite 
resort for hurricanes,- and 1,000 por- 
lsbed. In March a cyclone sweat 
through' Mississippi and 21 were killed, 
nnd nn earthquake In Formosa destroy- 
ed 2,001}, In April the Vesuvius erup- 
tion killed 2,000, a second enrthqunko 
at Formosa 100, the ; San Francisco 
earthquake -113, and a cyclone In Toxas 
20. . In July there were two smaller 
disasters, n cloudburst nt Ocatnpo, Mex- 
ico, which killed 10 persons, and a 
waterspout ut Lyons, Franco, which 
killed 31. 

The furies broke loose In August nnd 
2,000 were victims of 1111 earthquake 
at Valparaiso and. 12,000 of floods at 
Hunan, China. In September there was 
a long scries of dlsnstcrs. A landslide 
nud storm in the Caucasus cost 265 
lives, tbo typhoon nt Hongkong 10,000, 
a flood at Topic, Mexico, 10, a herrl* 
cane at Now Orleans and Mobllu 140, 
and n cyclone lu southern Spain 00. In 
October a hurricane off tho coast of 
Florida, which Btartcd from Venezuela, 
skirting Honduras, Nicaragua, Salva- 
dor, and Cuba, left 990 dead lu Its 
path. During November nature took a 
little rest, a great lake storm In which 
32 sailors perished, being the principal 
disaster. In December come the flood 
which destroyed tho vlllnpo of Clifton, 
Ariz., and en used tbo loss of 00 lives.

thiii number early In the year, 

Tho refugees are divided Into two 
classes — the- self-supporting and the 
non-supporting. The- Urst nro- those 
who nro earning enough to support 
themselves, even to pitying reasonable 
rent, but have neither the furniture for 
houses nor tho ability to buy and who 
In hi 1 my cases cannot secure houses at 
reasonable rentals. The non-supporting 
are those who were roudcrcd absolute- 
ly destitute by the' lire, mostly old per* 
eons, who are being cared for lu a 
camp set aside for them at the Ingle- 
Bide race course. These non-supporting 
ones have been miido comfortable In 
shacks, where they aro looked after 
by relief captains. But the (self-sup- 
porting ones are having, a hard time of 
It. Ur. Edward T. bovine, who had 
charge of tho relief work up to Aug. 1, 
had planned to have permanent houses 
bniitf hut to escape bankruptcy the 
corporation had to nbamlon this plan 
rownrd the end of August, when the 
refugees were all In tents, Then It 
was decided to build wooden shacks In 
tho parks to take the place of tho tents 
In which there would be little shelter 
for tho Inmates against the rains of tho 
California winters. In nil about 0,000 
shacks wltl liavo been constructed when 
tho work Is finished, but only a small, 
fraction of the shacks have been erect- 
ed and these are without plumbing and 
without chimneys. It Is doubtful If 



dare to pull her cottage down and they 
hit upon the novel plan of dragging 
shack, woman and all to the non-Bun- 
porting refugeeM* camp at Inglcsldo, 
whore tho relief captains would bo freo 
to work their wills. Accordingly a 
squad of policemen loaded her camp 
upon n truck and started on the slx- 
mtle journey ncross the city to Ingle* 
side. Throughout tho Journey Mrs. 
Kelly stood. In the door of the shack, 
Btnrs and BtrlpeB In hand, In a perfect 
frenzy of auger, denouncing the relief 
corporation, Its' agents and nil Its 
works., Women cried and men curBodf 
all In all, It was a sceno to bo remem- 
bered. 

AH along tho line. of march there 
woro. fights nnd Incipient riots. Sev- 
eral times the driver was nil but pulled 
from his seat. Captain J. N, Kill an, 
camp commander at Ingleslde, had not 
been not I (led of the descent that was 
being miido upon him. When the moh- 
eseortcd truck reached tho outer gates 
of tho camp, K II Ian, upon learning who 
was thus being thrust upon blm, denied 
Mrs. Kelly' admittance, on tho ground 
that Blui would spread dissatisfaction 
aud discontent among a people, who 
had become resigned to their unhappy 
lot. 

For two days, while the several fac- 
tions of the relief corporation were 
disputing us to what disposition should 
lie made of the unhappy old woman, 
the shack'bideti truek remained In the 
county road, outside tlw gates of In- 
gleslde, Tho building was, of course, 
without Are. .The six-mile Journey 
through"thc streets had racked it bad- 
ly ; the windows and tho door could not 
bd closed, Tho nil a entered at tt hun- 
dred places. Hut the determined old 
woman did not desert her home. 

After two days' stay in the roadway 
tho shack was Anally dragged inside 
tho crimp. Mrs, Kelly was warned that 
It wus to bo pulled down. Still she 
refused to leave. A force of workmen 
thereupon set upon It, until nothing 
was loft but three uonrds of the floor 
upon which stood the resolute old wom- 
an, waving her ting, while denouncing 
those whom shp'tenucd her persecutors.

not Tho shacks are of two sizes, the 
larger ones being 10x18 feet and have 
three rooms, while tbo Bmnllcr ones 
have but two rooms. 

tlnneneron* Olllclnln. 

The city olllclala have not displayed 
a generous spirit. When* the shacks 
were erected It was understood that 
they wore to' stand until tho middle. of 
August, 100". But early In November 
orders wero Issued that all the parks 
In tho district, where most of the 
camps arc located should be cleared 
forthwith of tents, hodses and refugees. 
This was' on the eve of, election nnd 
tbo order was* that they 'must depart 
before voting. Politicians Interfered 
and told the refugees that tlioy would 
not bo removed. The,' park commis- 
sioners renewed their order, but It bar 
not yet been put Into effect and any 
attempt to-drlve tho people out will 
lead to a riot, for they have no place 
to go. 

A mqnthly rental: of ?0. Is charged 
for. three-room shacks and of fi for 
two-room shacks. Tho collection of the 
rent Is difficult Nino out of ten would 
have paid without comment but for tho 
presence, of ngltntors who refused to 
pay and urged others not to pay. Those 
who have paid their .rout ha'vo" been 
watching thoso who do not and as the 
non-payers, continue In possession of 
their shacks the number who refuse to 
pay ' Increases dally, , Matters wero 
brought to a climax when eighteen 
families took forcible possession of as 
many Jefferson square shacks and held 
t!iem In open . defiance .of tho rellof 
corporation, Tboy still hold them and 
the effect Is demoralizing. The spirit 
which, they displayed Is Indicative of 
tho restlessness of tho pcaplo and there 
may be trouble before long. 

Otiktreperona Mnry- Kelly. 

'The raid made by the eighteen fam- 
ilies was lodibyMury Kelly,' who -was 
also 'the loader qf, the Hour' riots last 
Bummer, nnd also of the mob which 
protested against giving a banquet to 
Dr. Do vine .when there wore refugees 
suffering h for the necessities of life, 
Mrs, Kelly has a' paralytic husband and 
lour children- nnd has always^ been ' a 
hard-working woraau, Tho. members 
of tho relief corporation wore v exaa^' 
perated with the woman when Bho 
seized a> cottage." 'Thoy did not care to 
bring eviction proceedings^ they did not 



recovered from the shops of pawnbrokers. 
Upward of 1,000 lists of articles taken 
In robberies, somo of the Individual cases 
running as high as $75,000 la .value, have 
been scattered broadcast in that time with 
the hope either of finding tbo booty or 
.obtaining a clew to the thieves, but In 
nearly every case without avail,, and the 
police are virtually at their wits' end, 

Detcctlvo Sergeants Murphy arid "Ware 
have been trying to clear up the situa- 
tion and .have visited every pawnbroker's 
place In, Now' York, but they have been 
hampered lu their work by the fuct that 
they were not permitted to leave cople/i of 
the list of stolen goods with the pawn- 
broker lest too'inucli publicity should, fol- 
low, and they wore alloivod only to show 
the lists to the keepers of the places, re- 
lying on their memory for the rest As a 
result, not the slightest .trace has been 
obtained of something more than 200,000 
separate pieces of jowelry whlcb were 
taken In .the course of the year. 

Radical Conamiiiitlon- Theory. 

Dr. W. P. Turner, a' London physi- 
cian of 'high-' standing, who has made a 
first-hand study of luherculoslH for many 
years, has recently publiHhed bis cooelu- 
sions, tbo main feature of which Is that 
the disease 'is nn animal .disease,' 
primarily derived In nil cases from 
cattle. According to tho review of 
this work in Current Literature, be holds 
that tho original source of Infection Is 
a plant, cattle deriving It rrbm timothy 
or other allied grasses from affinity,- and 
that man acquires tho disease from in- 
fection or inoculation, never by inlialu- 
Hoa; alBO, that It is not hereditary or 
subject to predisposition.'. Tho bacillus 
Is a. saprophyte,- feeding oh vegetable de- 
■"cay, but thnt It "becomes pathogenic or 
disease breeding, when the. cattle In which 
It occurs are deprived of tho sunlight, 
which contains a property known as actin- 
ism. The group of diseases thus trans- 
mitted by "cattle or flesh food ha calls 
mycotic. The grasses' are tho primary 
host, cattle arc tho liitormodlary 1 Vost< 
and man rounds out tho-llfo cycle. So 
that 'consumption can bo regarded Only as 
a parasitic disease. According to this 
theory, Inhalation has nothing to do with 
tho spreading of consumption, ! and tho 
theory-' that Infection Is convoyed by tho 
"sputum Is abandoned, while tho ; idea ; of 
'contamination through kt&siug would 
prove nonsensical, 
- ' * * ' 

New P11 cu man la Treatment. 
' Dr. Robin of Paris has reported to the, 
Academy of Medicine a now method of 
treating pneumonia, with tho application 
of which only six fatalities- .out of fifty- 
one, cases occurred. Tho treatment con- 
sists of subcutaneous Injections of "at 
metallic olomoht Dr. Robin said "the 
kind of metal used &ecmcd to make Uttte 
difference, though heavier metals «ud gold 
and silver seemed to have stronger action.
